DARMSTADT, Germany, July 
26.—(7)—A cemetery caretaker 
testified to a military commission 
today that “some” of six American 
fliers were still alive and “moan- 
ing a little” when they were 
brought to him for burial last Au- 
gust after being stoned and mob- 
bed by German civilians. 

The caretaker, Jakob Raab, 
questioned by Lt. Col. Leon Ja- 
worski, of Houston, Tex., testified 
that blood was flowing from a 
pushcart in which a group of Hit- 


ler youth brought the airmen to

Jaworski, prosecutor in the trial 
of two German women and nine 
mén charged with killing the de- 


_fenseless Americans last Aug. 26

In the first day of the hearing 
yesterday. 14 witnesses testified 
that the two women defendants 
led the attackers, one of them 
yelling: “Kill the dogs.

There is unmistakable evidence of a 
growing demand in Japan for an end to fu- 
tile resistance. Whether those possessed of 
such reason are also possessed of the po- 
litical strength to force surrender is a 
question yet to be determined. 


Only one thing is certain: The Japs 
have been given a choice. They now know, 
as they should have all along, what uncon- 
ditional surrender entails. 


And they also know what further re- 
sistance means: Tota] defeat, including the 
annihilation of large numbers of their de- 
fending forces and the inevitable devasta- 
tion of their homeland. 


The British Think in Terms of Peace 


Defeat of Winston Churchill by so over- 
whelming a vote will shock most Ameri- 
cans, dismay many and make fearful still 


others. 


The average American can quite un- 
derstand why the late Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was not popular with millions of his 


countrymen, but the same American will 
have. difficulty understanding why Win- 
ston Churchill was not popular with every 


Englishman. 


The facts probably are, if they could 
be determined, that most Englishmen who 
voted against Winston Churchill have a 
genuine affection for him and a very real 
gratitude for his leadership during the 
war, a leadership to which they gave un- 
swerving loyalty, abandoning political op- 


position. It is significant that the Labor 


party ‘pledged itself to a continuation of 
the Churchill foreign policies. 


But to England the war is over, de- 
spite the fact of participation in the Pa- 
cific. To England the war was Germany, 
from which they received the bombs and 
the rockets; from which they could hear 
the sound of coastal cannon; from which 
their shattered troops came back from 
Dunkirk without arms, dazed and for- 
tunate in the possession of their lives. For 
England the war is done. 


They would liked to have elected 
Churchill and the Labor party. But he 
made it plain that could not be. 


Therefore, the English voters reaf- 
firmed public opinion of 1940. The Con- 
servative party was thrown out of office 
in 1940 when the Chamberlain government 
of appeasement and failure, of reaction 
and of the past, was repudiated. That is a 
fact of political history which many Amer- 
icans will forget in analyzing the present 
Churchill defeat. 


At the time of. the 1935 election, the 


last general election held before the one 
whose ballots were counted yesterday, the 
Labor party was close to victory. A few 
votes’ change in a relatively small number 
of constituencies would have turned the 
Conservative victory of 1935 into a Labor 
triumph. 


Since that time the Labor party has 
grown in strength whereas the Conserva- 
tive party has lost ground steadily. It was 
roundly denounced the world over during 
the days of appeasement and the English 
people forced it out of office in 1940, re- 
placing it with a coalition government 
representing all parties. The Conservative 
party did not conduct the war. 


It is important, too, to keep in mind 
that with the exception of Anthony Eden 
and perhaps one or two others, the mem- 
bers of the Conservative party in the gov- 
ernment, especially those close to Church- 
ill, were very unpopular. Most of them 
could be compared with American public 
opinion of Harry Hopkins, Morgenthau 
and Madame Perkins during the Roosevelt 
administrations. 


When Winston Churchill so definitely 
embraced them all in his campaign he re- 
moved himself from any affectionate votes 
he might have received on the basis of his 
war leadership. 


The Labor party, too, declared it un- 
derstood and could cope with “The New 
Europe.” British labor is, as is all trade 
unionism long established, conservative 
enough not to care about liquidating thé 
British empire any more than did Mr. 
Churchill. It definitely will attempt to 
carry out a program of further socializa- 
tion, largely in the fields of mines, bank- 


ing, utilities and insurance. But private _ 


business generally will not be harmed. 
England will remain “a nation of small 
shopkeepers.” The process of socialization 
has been at work for a long time in 
English political history. 


Much depends on the future course of 
Winston Churchill. If he does not return 
to Potsdam, at the invitation of Clement 
Attlee, the result may be unfortunate. 
Attlee will, without doubt, carry out a full 
program of co-operation with the Allied 
nations. Mr. Churchill will fail the world, 
as he has not failed it in his leadership, if 


“he adopts a petulant attitude. So will Mr. 


Attlee have failed if he is not generous in 
his position. 


Meanwhile, a good bit of advice would 
be to buy British securities while they are 
down a bit. England remains England.

You Cannot Win 
On a Dead Horse 


Before beginning the lecture we have a re- 

quest number for the orchestra. The leader al- 

a ready has distributed the music to members of 

the orchestra and they will now play and the chorus will sing a 
number from Mr. Gilbert’s H. M. S. Pinafore: 


“He is an Englishman! 
For he himself has said it, 
And it’s greatly to his credit, 
That he’s an Englishman! 
For he might have been a Rooshjan 
: A French, a Turk or Prooshian, 
Or perhaps an Itali-an. 
But in spite of all temptations 
To belong to other nations, 
He remains an Englishman.” 


English votes soundly defeated the Conservative party, which 
English public opinion had thrown out of office in 1940. 

What the English would have preferred was more Socialism 
and more Churchill, but the great war leader, firm as always, 
threw all he had into the fight to re-elect not merely himself, but 
all the old remnants of the Baldwin-Chamberlain group, long ago 
renounced. The British system, perhaps the most flexible of all 
systems, nevertheless did not permit Mr. Churchill to run as an 
individual save in his own constituency. 

He might have, by a word, severed himself from his party and 
today, in all probability, would still be prime minister. But he 
is a party man. 

As such, he was his party’s jockey to ride the Conservative horse 
in the first political race since 1935. But, what he must have known 
in his heart, was that his horse was a dead horse. In fact, it was 
he who pronounced it dead in 1938 when he railed against the 
Conservative party’s course in the Spanish civil war. 

It does not mean Conservatism is dead in England. It does 
mean the Conservative party of Chamberlain is dead. 


As a matter of fact, this Labor government now 
Labor Party being formed may not Ifst long, as time goes. 
If it survives a full year it will have been able to do so only by 
demonstrating to a conservative people its ability to govern. 

The Labor party also needs interpreting. It is not a party con- 
fined to Englishmen who belong to labor unions. It is a party just 
as our Republican and Democratic parties are organizations at- 
tracting persons who follow their platforms. 

The Labor party in England has attracted to it many thou- 
sands of the so-called white collar workers of England. In fact, 
it is evident that the election of yesterday saw most of the middle 
class of England join with the Labor groups in defeating a party 
discredited in the appeasement and lack of preparedness disclosures 
of 1940. 

The Labor party also includes many persons who, for want of 
a better word, must be described as intellectuals. Indeed, the make- 
up of the national executive committee of the party (similar to the 
national Republican or Democratic executive committees) illustrates 
this point well. It includes Aneurin Bevan, a Welsh coal miner; 
Hugh Dalton, an intellectual; Jim Griffiths, a trade union man; 
Harold J. Laski, head of the department of political science, Uni- 
versity of London; Herbert Morrison, trade union man—and s0 on 


it goes. 
It will appear ridiculous to most Americans to speak 
Proposals of the Labor partyeas conservative. Yet it must be 
kept in mind that such a statement is made on the basis of political 
developments in England where socialization is an old story. 
The Labor program will appear to most Americans as very left- 


wing. It provides for the socialization of so-called “key” industries. 


Therefore, it appears in the somewhat amazing position of sup- 
porting free enterprise, small business, jobs for all at wages de- 
pendent on skills, and at the same time demanding government 
ownership of mines, railways, banks, insurance and manufacture 
of arms and armaments. 

Indeed, one of its programs is for price controls, but for an 
enlightened government which will “stimulate our great industries 
and not hold them back with negative restrictions.” 

All this will make Americans shake their heads. 

What explains it is this: / 

There is in England a labor movement. There has been one 
for more than a century. In the United States there is not and 
has not been a labor movement. There is in this country a number 
of independent unions fighting for power. Therefore, it is fair to 
say the labor policies and programs in this country are much more 
radical and dangerous in their final potential than the honestly 
more socialistic English labor policy. | 

English labor is responsible, and not one of many pressure 

oups. 
r The English people can and will turn out. this government if 
it fails to meet its responsibilities. English labor accepts responsi- 
bilities. American labor organizations, with very few exceptions, 
seriously, even furiously, oppose accepting responsibility. 

One of England’s strengths lies in the truth of one of Bernard 
Shaw’s satires: 

“Englishmen never will be slaves; they are free to do whatever 
the government and public opinion allow them to do.

Churchill Deserved 
More Graceful Exit 


WASHINGTON.—In a way, the defeat of the 

Churchill government by the British electorate 

constitutes one of the strange paradoxes of his- 

tory. To properly appreciate the meaning of it all, it is necessary 

to go back to the dark days of Dunkirk. Then the British nation, 

faced with the greatest crisis in its long history, turned to the one 
man who seemed able to save it from certain disaster. 

Neville Chamberlain, who typified the era of appeasement that 
reached a climax at Munich, went out as prime minister with the 
fall of France, and Winston Churchill, a man of acknowledged 
political genius, replaced him. 

Never was a prime minister of England selected with more 
unanimous’ accord. The nation turned to him with a singleness 
of purpose. His had been the lone voice to cry out against the 
threat of Naziism for years, and the British people, in their hour 
of greatest crisis, summoned him to take the helm.

the crumbling British empire was justified from the very moment 
he took office. One of his first official acts was to deliver an 
address to the British people that since has been recognized as 
one of the great orations of all time—his “blood-sweat-and-tears” 


address. 

The effect of that speech was to cement the British nation, 
then standing alone against the Axis, into a solid mass of deter- 
mined resistance, 


The high dramatic quality of its emotional appeal swept 
beyond the bounds of Britain and carried a ringing note of cheer 
to the freedom-loving peoples of the world. 


The non-Axis .world assumed a more hopeful outlook as a 
result of the dynamic Churchill leadership. : 

Nor was the British prime minister lacking in the energetic: 
direction he gave the war effort. His normal genius rose to the 
heights in every undertaking, it seemed. It truthfully can be said 
ee he filled magnificently the needs of England in its darkest 

our. 

And now, as the dark clouds have passed over the British hori- 
zon, after the long-awaited victory over Germany has been achieved, 
the British people in their first election in years have thrown out 
the Churchill government—decisively and overwhelmingly. 

It is difficult not to accuse the British people of an act of 
ingratitude. The nation turned to him as a single man at the 
time of crisis. Now that the crisis has passed, he is rejected. 


It would have been far more appropriate, far more in keeping 
with British traditions of fair play, if Mr. Churchill and his 
government had been allowed to remain at least until the Japanese 
war is ended and the final peace is written. Then he could have 
retired with the laurels of a grateful nation on his head. 


Many factors are no doubt responsible 
Reasons for D efeat for the strange upset in Britain. Five 
years of war’s hardships have left their mark on the people every- 
where, and a man does not remain in office during a period of 
this kind without accumulating enemies. 

But perhaps the chief explanation lies in the fact that the 
British had not held a national election for 10 years. What hap- 
pened in the July 5 voting reflects the political and economic 
changes that have taken place in that time. The government 
had not kept pace with the sentiments of the people. 

The issues of the day took precedence in the voters’ minds over 
the stature of Mr. Churchill as a man. It is probably not that 
the British people hold him any the less in esteem. They were 
merely ready for a change and felt that the hour had arrived. 

Nevertheless, it is difficult not to see in’ their decision an act 
of ingratitude. A great man of history is removed from the politi- 
cal scene at the holr of his greatest triumph. 

Mr. Churchill, it seems, was deserving of a more graceful exit.

NEW YCRK—tThis country will 
be spared a degree of scandal, a 
lot of money and another of those 
moods of cynicism and disgust if 
we take a refresher course about 
now in the boisterous larcenies 
that were committed in the years 
soon after the last war by ma- 
lingerers and common grafters in 
the guise of compensation for 


imaginary wounds and _ fictitious 


or exXaggerated disabilities. These 


operations in most cases were 


done by the connivance if not the 
initiative of doctors and bureau- 


crats in the government service 
and the congressional investiga- 


tion turned up some rogueries as 


ingenious and bold as any of the 
more defiant rascalities of the 
New Deal in later times. 

The scale of disability and the 
allowances was mathematical and 
the principle was acknowledged at 
the beginning that compensation 
was deserved only for impair- 
ments suffered in the line of duty 
in the service. Sprains, cauliflow- 
er ears, sore throats and rum- 
blossoms occurring in hours of 
misconduct while the victim was 
AWOL in Paris or East St. Louis 
during his time with the colors 
or incurred in after years on his 
own time were deemed to be the 
patient’s own private affair and 
not a lien on the public treasury. 
In time, however, the lobbies 
stretched the regulations to an ex- 
tent that permitted a middle-aged 
veteran of the Spanish affair of 
'98 who had a $5,000 job and a 
pension, besides, and was able to 
pay for his own repairs to go into 
a veterans’ hospital to have his 
tripes remodeled free. This sort 
of competition naturally dis- 
Pleased many civilian doctors 
whose taxes were supporting these 
institutions and many of whom, 
themselves, had served in combat 
in France, whereas many of the 
patients had served in camp at 
home only long enough to qual- 
ify under the minimum legal def- 
initions. 

We do not yet know what the 
benefits for veterans will be.

A poll taken on the opinions of 
men and women on the street by a 
Constitution reporter reveals that 
this cross-section of Atlanta agrees 
Churchill should have been kept 
in office at least long enough to 
see the total victory through, but 
that they were prepared for the 
Labor Party’s victory.

The election left the United 
States as the only big industrial 
nation in which political parties 
are free of trade union domina- 
tion. Although British law prohib- 
its the Labor party and trade un- 
ion movements from being one or- 
ganization, the party favors the 
labor organizations’ programs for 
nationalization of industry. 

In France, the Nationa] Council

WASHINGTON.—Judging from 
letters coming in, a lot of veterans 
and their wives and families want 
to know where they can get a 
copy of the GI Bill of Rights. In 
congressional lingo, this bill is 
referred to as Public Law 346. It 
got to be law in June, 1944. 

Well, anyone with a _ spare 
nickel can get a copy of the GI 
bill. The government maintains a 
printing office here in Washing- 
ton, and one of its main functions 
is the distribution of governmental 
pamphlets, laws and stuff to in- 
quiring citizens. So write the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C. Ask for a copy of’ 
the “Servicemen’s Readjustment 
Act of 1944” and enclose 5 cents 
(stamps are o. k.). You should 
get it as fast as overcrowded mails 
will allow. 

But please don’t ever accuse me 
of recommending it, because it 
makes mighty tough reading. The 
dope is all there, but unless you’re 
fond of puzzles it’s hard to find. 
However, if you have insomnia, 
you can read over a couple of 
sentences of the GI Bill and it’ll 
work better than a dozen sleep- 
ing pills. I’m warning you it’s 
full of sections and subsections, 
chapters and titles and parts. 
You can’t avoid them, and since 
there’s no index you've got to 
wade through. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
has put out a fairly complete 
though little known pamphlet call- 
ed “Veterans’ Benefits.” This is a 
better bet, in a way, because it 
has an index and it includes much 
more than the provisions of the 
GI Bill. It’s a 106-page job, which 
attempts to give all the dope about 
veterans’ benefits ‘way back past 
the Spanish-American war. I 
guess it goes back to the Civil 
War. 

This booklet costs 15 cents. You 
can get it by writing to the Gov- 


confusing—in fact it’s a mess. 
Many long sentences. One I no- 
ticed, just by picking the pam- 
phliet up and thumbing through it, 
it has eleven lines of close type— 
all one sentence. Another on the 
next page has 18 lines from the 
first word to the period. Natural- 
ly, I was exhausted before I got 
half-way through the _ sentence. 
I’m told that the thing never was 
drawn up for general circulation 
anyway, but it’s available if you 
want to send for it. 

But there are many other 
sources of information for ex-serv- 
ice people who want it. The Red 
Cross for one. Your nearest Red 
Cross chapter I think wants to 
help you. The Disabled American 
Veterans, American Legions and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars are well 
organized. They have “posts” 
scattered locally across the land 
and they’re eager and able to ad- 
vise veterans. You don’t have to 
belong to these outfits to get in- 
formation from them. 

And there are the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration regional offices, lo- 
cated all over the country, where 
you should be able to get informa- 
tion in—I hope—plain, every-day 
language. 

If you don’t know the location 
of the nearest VA representative, 
look under “United States” in the 
phone book, or ask at the post 
office, or write the VA at Wash- 
ington, It’s always a good idea 
to know where the nearest VA 
guy is. Some day you may want 
to see him in a hurry. 

Of course, there’s at least one 
ex-service man—me—who thinks 
the easiest way is to keep on read- 
ing these articles.

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Canning Needed 


To Help Solve 
Food Problem

Once more the War Food Ad- 
ministration is calling upon Amer- 
ica’s housewives to help solve a 


serious food problem. In 1944, 
statistics say, two-thirds of the 
canned foods consumed by the na- 
tion’s population in the home came 
from the home-canned pantry 
shelf. This year that outstanding 
performance must be _ repeated. 
Every bean, pea, carrot and every 
piece of fruit not used directly 
from the market to the table must 
be properly canned if we are to 
meet the ever-growing food needs. 

Canning can be a pleasure and 
its results—a fine job well done, 
if we follow reliable directions and 
use modern canning facilities as 
far as possible. 

Below are directions for can- 
ning some of our most popular 
foods in the proper manner: 


STRING BEANS 

Wash, string, break, or cut 
young, tender, freshly gathered 
pods into 2-inch pieces. Boil 5 
minutes, Pack into hot sterilized 
jars. Add 1 teaspoon salt to each 
quart. Cover with water in which 
beans were cooked, Process small, 
young beans 35 minutes and large 
ones 55 minutes ‘at 10 pounds 
pressure or 3 hours in hot-water 
bath.

BLACKEYED PEAS 

Wash, shell, rinse, boil 5 to 10 
minutes. Pour into hot sterilized 
jars. Cover with boiling water. 
Add 1 teaspoon salt to each quart. 
Process 60 minutes at 10 pounds 
presspre or 3% hours in hot-water 
bath. 

Note: A small amount of ba- 
con, jowl, ham, or salt pork may 
be added for seasoning. 

BEETS 

Wash young, tender, deep red 
beets. Leave 2 inches of stems 
and tap root. Boil until the skins 
can be slipped. Slip skins, trim 
beets, leave whole, slice or dice, 
and pack into sterilized jars. Add 
1 teaspoon salt to each quart. 
Cover with boiling water. Process 
40 minutes at 10 pounds pressure 
or 2% hours in hot-water bath. 


APPLES 

Wash, pare, halve, and core ap- 
ples. Drop into vinegar-salt water 
(1 tablespoon each to 1 gallon 
water). Boil equal parts sugar 
and water together 2 minutes. ('% 
to % sweetening may be corn 
syrup or mild-flavored honey or 
apples may be canned with no 
sweet at al.) Rinse apples. Add 
to hot syrup. Cook gently 5 to 
10 minutes. Pack in overlapping 
layers into hot sterilized jars.

Gen. Brooks 
Addresses 


Churchmen 


The war has knitted the people 
of America closer together from 
a religious standpoint and Army 
chaplains are carrying the mes- 
sage of religion, regardless of 
creed, to the men on the fighting 
fronts of the world, Maj. Gen. 
Edward H. Brooks, commanding 
general, Fourth Service Com- 
mand, told leading churchmen at 
a conference yesterday. 


Conferring with Gen. Brooks, 
in connection with the observance 
of the 170th anniversary of the 
Army Chaplain Corps to be cul- 
minated at 3 p. m. Sunday at a 
mass meeting at the Atlanta mu- 
nicipal auditorium, were Rabbi 
David Marx, rabbi of The Tem- 
ple; Monsignor Joseph G. Cassidy, 
pastor of Christ the King church 
and representative of Bishop Ger- 
ald P. O’Hara, of the Atlanta- 
Savannah diocese; Dr. Stuart R. 
Oglesby, president of the Atlanta 
Christian Council, pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church, and 
Chaplain (Col.) Ralph W. Rog- 
ers, chaplain, Fourth Service 
Command. 

Gen. Brooks told the church- 
men that he first got to know the 
chaplains in World War I when 
he saw them assist in athletic 
games in line with their regular 
activities and expanded his re- 
marks by outlining his experi- 
ences with the military clergy in 
the present war. 


NOT “BRASS HATS” 

In World War II, he said, he 
has observed that, regardless of 
a soldier’s religious faith, the 
chaplains are there to administer 
to them whether they be Protes- 
tant, Catholic or Jew. The chap- 
lain’s job is not to be a “brass 
hat” but to get. to know the sol- 
dier, to theoretically feel his 
pulse and to guide him into a 
peace of mind before he goes into 
combat, rather than the “no- 
atheists-in-a-foxhole” praying 
when the soldier is under terrific 
shell fire. 


Outlining to the Atlanta reli- 
gious leaders the operation of 
chapels on posts in the ~ Fourth 
Service Command, Gen. Brooks 
explained that these Army 
churches are kept open during 
the day and late into the night in 
order that soldiers may enter at 
any time for private meditations 
or prayer. “And you would be 
surprised,” said Gen, Brooks, 
“how many times you will dis- 
cover a lone soldier in a chapel, 
just sitting there, thinking and 
communing with God.” 


The chapels are made attrac- 
tive, they are furnished well, car- 
peted and appointed in a man- 
ner comparable with the soldiers’ 
home churches, he said. 


“CHAPLAINS OF THE ARMY” 

Rabbi Marx stated that, from 
his observations of the chaplain’s 
work, they have become “chap- 
lains of the Army” rather than 
heads of churches of the Jewish, 
Catholic or Protestant faiths. “It 
has brought about an aspect of 
universal religion. There has 
been a change brought about and 
the chaplains have met men who 
are realists. They don’t care 
much about the creed. They want 
religious guidance and I think the 
Army chaplains are doing a re- 
markable job in giving these 
American fighting men what they 
want from a religious stand- 
point.” 

“I believe,” said Monsignor 
Cassidy, “that the Army is more 
alert in this war than in the last, 


with regard to the religious wel-| 


fare of the men. There’s a spirit 
of leadership among the _ chap- 
lains. The soldiers have become 
better acquainted with the priests, 
rabbis and preachers than ever 
before. In Miami I saw many 
men returned from overseas and 
there were the chaplains, back 
from the European = theater of 
war. They impressed me. They 
had lost none of the zeal that they 
must have shown overseas. They 
were still leaders among the 
men.” 

Dr. Oglesby told of a letter he 
had received from a Catholic 
priest in Manila, telling of a visit 
he had received from two Army 
chaplains who were Episcopalians 
and who were accompanied by 
five enlisted men, Catholics, who 
were assistants—and Jesuits. 
“After this, the war should be a 
tame affair for the boys,” Dr. 
Oglesby quoted the priest’s let- 
ter, bringing. out the 
observance in the Army re 
less of creed.
